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4. Their sound is gone out u'^^o all lands: and t' air words 
into the ends of the world. 

5. In them hath he set a tabernacle for the sun: which coraeth 
forth as a bridegroom out of his chamber, and rejoiceth as a 
giant to run his course. 

6. It goeth forth from the uttermost pari of the heaven, and 
runneth about unto the end of it again: and there is nothing hid 
from the heat thereof. 

7. The law of the Lord is an undeiiled law, converting the 
soul: the testimony of the Lord is sure, and giveth wisdom unto 
the simple. 

8. The statutes of the Lord are right, and rejoice the heart: 
the commandment of the Lord is pure, and giveth light unto the 
eyes. 

9. The fear of the Lord is clean, and endureth for ever: 
the judgements of the Lord are true, and righteous altogether. 

10. More to be desired are they than gold, yea, than much 
fine gold : sweeter also than honey, and the honey comb. 

11. Moreover, by them is thy serva-t taught: and in keeping 
of them there is greaL reward. 

12. Who can tell how olt he ofFendeth: O cleanse thou me 
from my secret faults. 

13. Keep thy servant also from presumptuous sins, lest 
they gel the dominion over me: so shall 1 be undefiled, and inno- 
cent from the great offence. 

14. Let the words of my mouth, and the meditation of my 
heart: be always acceptable in thy sight, 

15. Lord : my strength, and my redeemer.

THE Lord is my shepherd: therefore can I lack nothing.

4. The rivers of the flood thereof shall make glad the city 
of God: the holy place of the tabernacle of the most Highest. 

5. God is in the midst of her, therefore shall she not be re- 
moved: God shall help her, and that right early. 

6. The heathen make much ado,and the kingdoms are moved : 
but God hath shewed his voice, and the earth shall melt away. 

7. The Lord of hosts is with us: the God of Jacob i.rour refuge. 
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8. come hither, and behold the works of the Lord: what 
destruction he hath brought upon the earth.

Psalm 51 

HAVE mercy upon me,0 God, after thy great goodness: accord- 
ing to the multitude of thy mercies do away mine offences. 

2. Wash me throughly from my wickedness: and cleanse 
me from my sin. 

3. For I acknowledge my faults: and my sin is ever before 
me. 

4. Against thee only have I sinned, and done this evil in 
thy sight: that thou mightest be justified in thy saying, and 
clear when thou art judged. 

5. Behold, I was shapen in wickedness: and in sin hath 
my mother conceived me. 

6. But lo, thou requirest truth in the inward parts: and 
shalt make me to understand wisdom secretly.

14. Deliver me from blood-gailtiness, O God, thou that 
art the God of my health: and my tongue shall sing of thy 
righteousness. 

15. Thou shalt open my lips, O Lord: and my mouth 
shall shew thy praise. 

16. For thou desirest no sacrifice, else would I give it thee: 
but thou delightest not in burnt-offerings. 

17. The sacrifice of God is a troubled spirit: a broken 
and contrite heart, O God, shalt thou not despise. 

18. be favourable and gracious unto Sion : build thou the 
walls of Jerusalem. 

19. Then shijt thou be pleased with the sacrifice of right- 
eousness, with the burnt-offerings and oblations: then shall they 
offer young bullocks upon thine altar. 



Psalm 84. ^

2. My soul hath a desire and longing to enter into the 
courts of the Lord: my heart and my flesh rejoice in the living 
(jod.
